The inventions set forth in Claims 1 to 3 lack novelty in view of Documents 1 and 2 presented in the international 
search report. 

In a card device having an antenna supported rotatably by a card casing via an antenna rotary shaft sandwiched by 
an elastic member as described in Document 1, it is obvious to a person skilled in the art that the rotary shaft be 
supported distant from a substrate, as described in Document 2. 

Furthermore, providing the structure for supporting the rotary shaft on the inner wall of the card is simply a matter 
of design variation. 

The invention set forth in Claim 5 lacks novelty in view of Documents 1 and 2 presented in the international search 
report. 

As means for fixing the casing, one component is provided with a hook portion, and the other component is 
provided with a hook-receiving portion, and the two components are mounted to each other using these portions. Such 
means is commonly known, and therefore, it is obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply the means to Document 1 . 

The invention set forth in Claim 4 is not discussed nor described in any of the documents presented in the 
international search report, and therefore, has novelty and an inventive step since the invention is not obvious to a 
person skilled in the art in view of these documents. 
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
